take-off for wheel tractors which 
will opérate .independently of the 
main clutch. This would facilitate 
spraying, haying and ,other opera- 
tions, 

Tn tillage equipment there are 
new rotary tillage machines, new 
varieties of blade weeders and im- 
proved designs of one-way discs. A 
weeder fired with liquid fuel has now 
become available and will shortly be 
tried on various crops at the Central 
Experimental Farm, 

Spraying equipment developments 
include straddle mounting of tanks 
on a tractor and the use of rotary 
pumps which have been used success- 
fully for chemical control of weeds 
and.are being tried for insect control 
and plant diseases, An improved style 
of ,jiquid-duster has. also become 
available. This machine consists es- 
sentially of a turbine type fan into 
which dust is fed and the air blast 
used to atomize a liquid spray which 
serves as a sticker for the dust* or 
the machine may be used as a, 
sprayer only, The Experimental 
Farms have just conducted a num- 
ber of testr in Eastern and Western 
Canada with this type of equipment 
on chemical control of weeds with 
encouraging results,

Horses, 2,306,850 in 1946, a de- 
crease of 187,950 since 1945. Milk 
cows, 3,913,900 in 1946, a falling off 
of 84,300 compared with the numbers 
at the corresponding date in, the pre- 
vious year. Cattle (including, milk 
cows), 10,385,000 in 1046, a decline 
of 373,600 from 1945. Sheep and’ 
lambs, 3,378,400 in 1946, a drop of,
